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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed June 20, 2007 for the above 
identified patent application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oddsen, 
Jr. (USP 6,499,704). 

Oddsen, Jr. discloses a stand, the device comprising: a bottom horizontal 
component (20), a vertical component (40), and a top at least approximately horizontal 
component (50); wherein the device has a foot as the bottom horizontal component, a 
column adjoining the foot as the vertical component, and at least one cantilever arm, 
fastenable to this column at any desired height, as the top component for fastening the 
robot, the at least one cantilever arm being fastened solely to the column in a fixed 
position; and wherein the column has at least one niche (see fig. 9) for accommodating 
components of control electronics and/or pneumatic components for the robot. 

Oddsen, Jr. teaches the base (20) can be made of plastic, however does not 
teach the device being formed of a composite material. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the device 
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from a composite material, such as the base, since it has been held to be within the 
general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability 
for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6, 8, and 10-14 are allowed.
